Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

When  Dr.  Hill  retired  from  the  post  of  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  on  31st  August,  1947,  he  said  the  time  had  come  for  a 
younger  man  to  guide  the  fortunes  of  your  Council  in  the  new 
order  of  things.  Dr.  Hill  was  paying  tribute  to  your  Council’s 
wisdom  in  joining  with  your  neighbours  and  the  County  Council 
in  setting  up  the  Divisional  Health  Administration  in  this  area. 
The  Scheme  started  here  on  the  1st  September,  1947,  and  this 
Eeport  like  its  successors,  is  designed  to  show  the  merits  and 
demerits  of  the  Scheme  as  it  affects  your  area.  The  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  report,  incorporated  herein,  describes  in 
some  detail  the  environmental  circumstances  of  the  District. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  1947,  set  out  in  the  body  of  the 
Eeport,  compare  favourably  with  others  shown  and  are  noteworthy 
for  the  fact  that  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  and  no  mother 
lost  her  life  in  childbirth  during  the  year. 

Problems  there  are  to  be  solved.  First  is  that  of  new 
housing,  second,  demolition  or  repair  of  existing  houses,  and 
third,  the  provision  of  adequate  water  supply  and  modern 
sanitation  in  parts  of  your  District. 

Your  Council  has  the  privilege  of  caring  for  two  priority 
classes — agriculture  and  mining — and  it  will  be  my  constant  care 
to  be  at  your  service  in  fulfilling  your  responsibility  to  those  you 
so  earnestly  serve.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

In  anticipation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
County  Council  made  a  free  Ambulance  Service  available  to 
residents  in  the  administrative  County  as  from  1st  October,  1947. 
This  Service  continues  to  be  run  on  a  County  basis  with  the 
Divisional  Health  Office  playing  a  minor  part  in  its  administration. 
It  is  quite  by  chance  that  one  of  the  County  Ambulance  Depots 
is  situated  in  Division  No.  9,  but  it  may  be  in  the  light  of 
experience  and  especially  in  view  of  the  utter  dependence  of  an 
area  such  as  this  on  readily  available  transport,  for  the  efficient 
discharge  of  its  Health  functions,  that  before  long  the 
administration  of  the  Ambulance  service  will  devolve  primarily 
on  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  with  co-ordination  remaining 
with  County  Control. 

The  several  parts  of  Division  No.  9  comprising  the 
Tadcaster  and  Wetherby  Rural  District  Council  Areas  are  served

From  the  practical  point  of  view,  contact  with  any  Depot 
by  a  member  of  the  public  will  produce  ready  information  as  to 
the  procedure  necessary  in  those  particular  circumstances  for  the 
Ambulance  to  be  obtained. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  reporting  on  the  details 
of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area,  and  he  will  make 
acknowledgment  of  the  assistance  received  from  Brother  Officers 
of  the  Council  on  work  under  their  control. 

Pieference  here  will  be  made  to  the  following  matters:  — 

i.  The  liability  to  flooding  in  those  parts  of  the  area  near 
the  banks  of  the  Wharfe  and  the  Aire  makes  certain  houses  there 
unfit  for  human  habitation. 

ii.  Drainage  difficulties  consequent  on  the  flat  nature  of 
much  of  the  area. 

iii.  Particularly  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  in  certain 
parts  of  the  area,  which  cannot  be  dealt  with  now  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  sites  for  new  houses  on  land 
subject  to  subsidence  and  general  housing  need,  making  it  unlikely 
that  approval  to  schemes  of  clearance  would  receive  Ministerial 
approval  at  the  present  time. 

iv.  Scattered  villages  widely  separated  make  installation 
of  mains  water  supply  costly  in  money  and  materials. 

v.  Provision  of  additional  housing  accommodation  for  the 
mining  community,  despite  the  priority  scheme,  still  falls  short 
of  the  need. 

vi.  Non-priority  classes  needing  housing  accommodation 
are  to  be  complimented  on  their  patience  and  fortitude.

COMMENTS 

1.  The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  compares  with  32 
in  1946.  Most  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Garforth 
Isolation  Hospital. 

2.  Whooping  Cough  is  by  no  means  a  minor  disease  of 
children  and  one  hopes  the  prospects  of  protection  on  the  same 
scale  as  we  now  have  against  diphtheria,  will  soon  be  with  us. 

3.  Poliomyelitis  affected  this  area  in  common  with  the 
country  as  a  whole  during  1947.  The  cases  were  widely  scattered 
and  apparently  unrelated  and  all  made  good  recovery. 

4.  Measles  was  epidemic  during  the  year.  No  deaths 
resulted,  but  one  could  not  guarantee  total  absence  of  after-effects. 
Protective  inoculation  again  is  urgently  required  when  the  means 
are  available.

PART  2.  REPORT  AS  DIVISIONAL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

The  duties  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  as  set  out 
in  Appendix  2  of  the  terms  of  appointment  and  reproduced  in  the 
County  Medical  Officers  Annual  Report  for  1946  covers  58  clauses 
and  is  too  long  for  reproduction  here. 

Pertinent  clauses  are: — 

“The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  will  act  as  the  County 
Medical  Officer’s  representative  in  all  matters  connected  with 
the  Child  Health  Services  and  any  other  medical  services  for 
which  the  County  Council  is  responsible  in  the  area.” 

“Information  regarding  the  health  of  the  children  may 
be  used  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  in  so  far  as  seems 
desirable  in  connection  with  his  Annual  Reports  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.” 

Since  one  regards  the  two  District  Councils  which  one 
serves  as  having  joined  in  partnership  with  the  County  Council 
in  implementing  the  Scheme  of  Divisional  Health  Administration 
it  is  proposed  to  record  progress  of  the  Divisional  Administrative 
scheme  locally  in  the  Annual  Report. 

On  the  1st  September,  1947,  the  office  at  Wetherby 
House,  Wetherby,  got  off  to  a  comparatively  good  start  in  so  far 
as  we  had  an  office,  a  sufficient  supply  of  furniture  and  the  will 
to  get  things  going.  It  was  irritating  not  to  have  the  wherewithal 
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to  write  a  letter,  make  a  ’phone  call,  or  sit  in  comfort,  but  in  due 
course  one’s  wants  were  satisfied  and  by  the  end  of  October  we 
were  ready  to  appear  before  our  public — the  school  children. 

Unfortunately  Dr.  Twomey’s  advent  was  delayed  and 
it  was  not  until  1st  December  that  the  first  school  inspections 
under  our  auspices  took  place.  212  children  were  examined  before 
the  Christmas  recess,  38  defects  requiring  treatment  and  77 
defects  requiring  observation  being  found. 

Of  162  children  examined  routine  11  or  7%  were  regarded 
as  below  average  nutrition. 

From  1st  January  to  31st  December,  8273  cleanliness 
examinations  were  carried  out  and  69  pupils  were  found  to  be 
infected  with  head  lice. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  the  Divisional  Health  Office 
became  responsible  for  work  at  Clinics  in  the  Division. 
Arrangements  at  these  Clinics  are  as  follows: —

Food  and  food  supplements  offered  for  sale  by  the  County 
Council  are  available  at  each  Clinic.  Facilities  for  diphtheria 
immunisation  are  available  at  each  Infants  Clinic. 

Consultative  Clinics 

At  Multiple  Clinic,  Tadcaster,  are  held  as  follows:  — 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat— 2nd  Friday  morning  each  month 
at  11.0  a.m. 

Orthopaedic,  diagnostic — 1st  Wednesday  each  month  at 
2.0  p.m.  Therapeutic — each  Thursday  afternoon  at  2.0  p.m. 

Tuberculosis — 1st  and  3rd  Wednesday  mornings  at  10.0 

a.m. 

Paediatric — 1st  Friday  afternoon  each  month  at  2.0  p.m. 
Speech  Therapy — Each  Tuesday  and  Thursday,  all  day. 
Eye — 2nd  and  4th  Monday  afternoons  at  1.30  p.m. 

Where  necessary  cases  are  carried  to  the  Clinic  in  the 
sitting  case  car  attached  to  the  Bramham  Ambulance  Depot. 

General  Practitioners  are  at  liberty  to  refer  cases 
directly  to  the  consultative  clinics  in  emergency,  but  it  is 
preferable  administratively  for  the  cases  to  be  referred  through 
the  Divisional  Health  Office. 

Tf  the  patient’s  convenience  is  better  met  arrangements 
are  made  for  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  cases  to  be  seen  at  Rothwell 
Clinic. 


Midwifery 

Hospital  accommodation  for  normal  cases  is  usually 
arranged  at  Hazlewood  Castle  Maternity  Home,  otherwise  at 
Yoi’k  County  or  Castleford  Maternity  Hospital. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery  is  almost  wholly  conducted  in 
the  Tadcaster  area  by  the  Midwives  employed  by  the  District 
Nursing  Associations.  The  midwives  make  fairly  good  use  of  the 
ante -natal  clinics. 

Consultative  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  each  Wednesday 
morning  at  Hazlewood  Castle  and  although  intended  for  those 
mothers  who  expect  to  be  confined  there,  I  have  never  met  the 
least  resistance  to  sending  other  expectant  mothers  for  an  opinion. 

Home  Help  Service 

Intimately  bound  up  with  the  domiciliary  midwifery 
service  as  well  as  being  designed  to  care  for  sick  people  in  their 
own  homes,  the  number  of  Home  Helps  so  far  recruited  falls 
short  of  requirements. 

Child  Life  Protection 

It  is  unfortunate  that  this  phrase  has  come  to  have  a 
punitive  ring  about  it  because  such  is  not  the  way  in  which  the 
staff  of  Health  visitors,  who  are  all  duly  authorised  in  this  matter, 
and  I  regard  the  subject. 

We  appreciate  approaches  to  assist  in  arranging  fostering 
of  children,  in  arranging  adoptions  and  in  doing  what  we  can  to 
make  appropriate  provision  for  handicapped  children  after  the 
age  of  2  years  as  laid  down  in  the  Education  Act  of  1944. 

On  occasion  we  have  been  asked  to  advise  in  cases  of 
juvenile  delinquency.  We  are  glad  to  do  so,  not  because  we  make 
any  claim  to  work  miracles  but  because  we  regard  it  as  our  job 
to  know  where  the  workers  of  miracles  can  be  found. 

Such  is  a  brief  report  on  the  work  of  the  Divisional 
Administration  in  the  Tadcaster  District  during  the  last  four 
months  of  1947.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  our  task  has 
increased  a  great  deal  but  we  hope  by  steady  application  to  justify 
our  existence  in  the  time  to  come.

To  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Tadcaster. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

For  your  information  I  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1947. 

The  Tadcaster  Rural  District  is  situate  in  lower 
Wharfedale,  and  is  bounded  on  the  east  side  by  the  river  Ouse 
and  by  the  Aire  on  the  western  side. 

Although  the  district  is  predominantly  agricultural  in 
character,  there  is  an  extensive  Brewing  Industry  in  the  Town  of 
Tadcaster,  Coal  Mining  in  the  western  portions  of  the  district, 
and  since  the  end  of  the  late  war  a  large  Aircraft  factory  has  been 
taken  over  by  a  large  industrial  concern  for  the  manufacture  of 
Weighing  Machines.  There  is  also  considerable  residential 
development  in  several  of  the  Parishes. 

The  year  was  a  rather  difficult  one,  largely  due  to  the 
fact  that  Mr.  J.  F.  Dunning,  your  former  Additional  Inspector, 
resigned  on  the  31st  October,  1946,  and  wras  not  replaced  until 
the  1st  September,  1947,  when  Mr.  G.  S.  Sennitt  commenced 
his  duties  as  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector.  This  meant  that  I 
was  entirely  without  assistance  in  the  Department  for  the  first 
eight  months  of  the  year,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  no  proper 
clerical  assistance  is  provided  for  the  Department.  The  question 
of  clerical  assistance  for  the  Department  is  one  which  should 
receive  the  serious  consideration  of  your  Council. 

The  after  effects  of  the  serious  flooding  which  occurred 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year  also  meant  additional  duties  for 
the  Department  at  a  most  awkward  time. 

Details  of  the  work  of  the  Department  will  be  found  in 
the  appended  report. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
given  by  the  Chairman,  Members  and  Officials  of  your  Council.

*  Modern  Disposal  works. 

In  many  of  the  Parishes  the  facilities  are  entirely 
inadequate  and  consist  of  tank  treatment  only. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineer  has  prepared 
combined  Schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  Appleton 
Roebuck,  Bolton  Percy  and  Ulleskelf — one  scheme,  Bishopthorpe, 
Copmanthorpe  and  Acaster  Malbis — one  scheme,  and  Barkston, 
Saxton  and  Church  Eenton — one  scheme.  These  schemes  have 
not  been  approved  as  yet  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

It  is  your  Council’s  wish  that  other  Parishes  where  the 
works  are  considered  to  be  inadequate  should  be  provided  with 
modern  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  when  the  time  is 
opportune. 
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PRIVY  CONVERSIONS 


It  has  been  the  Council’s  policy  to  encourage  owners  to 
carry  out  the  conversion  of  privies  and  pail  closets,  into  water 
closets,  by  the  offering  of  a  grant  of  £4  15s.  Od.  for  each 
conversion.

WATER  SUPPLY 
LEEDS  CORPORATION 
Upland  Surface  Water 

This  wrater  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Leeds 
Corporation  and  distributed  to  the  following  Parishes: — 

Aberford,  Austhorpe,  Barkston  Ash,  Barwick-in-Elmet, 
Great  and  Little  Preston,  Kirk  Fenton,  Lead,  Ledston 
(Ledston  Luck),  Lotherton,  Micklefield,  Parlington, 
Saxton,  Sherburn-in-Elmet,  South  Milford,  Sturton 
Grange,  and  Swillington. 

This  water  is  very  soft  and  extremely  suited  to  domestic 
use.  A  sample  of  the  water  has  been  submitted  to  the  Laboratory 
for  examination  for  plumbo-solvency,  but  was  found  to  be 
negative. 

TADCASTER  PUBLIC  SUPPLY 

This  water  is  obtained  from  a  deep  borehole  and  a  deep 
well  at  Bilbrough  and  distributed  to  the  following  Parishes: — 

Bilbrough,  East  Tadcaster,  Grimston,  Healaugh 
(Tadcaster  side),  Kirkby  Wharfe,  Newton  Kyme,  Oxton, 
Ryther,  Steeton,  Stutton,  Towton,  Ulleskelf,  and  West 
Tadcaster. 

This  water  in  its  raw  state  is  rather  hard  (20°),  but  is 
treated  by  a  softening  plant  to  give  a  figure  of  hardness  of  8/10°. 
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Eight  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Wakefield  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year,  and 
all  proved  satisfactory,  also  one  chemical  sample  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  proved  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  softening  treatment,  this  water  supply  is 
chlorinated. 

YORK  SUPPLY 

River  Water 

This  supply  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  York 
Waterworks  Company  and  distributed  to  the  following  Parishes:  — 

Appleton  Roebuck,  Askham  Bryan,  Bolton  Percy, 

Colton,  and  Copmanthorpe.  Bishop.thorpe  is  supplied 

direct. 

It  should  be  noted  however,  that  the  Parishes  of 
Appleton  Roebuck,  Askham  Bryan,  Bolton  Percy,  Colton,  and 
Copmanthorpe  can,  and  are  being  supplied  from  the  Council’s 
supply  at  Bilbrough. 

In  addition  to  these  public  supplies,  28  houses  at  Newton 
in  the  Parish  of  Ledsham  are  supplied  with  water  from  Pontefract, 
and  4  Agricultural  Cottages  at  Healaugh  are  served  by  a  small 
borehole  sunk  by  the  Council  in  1943  as  the  Village  supply  was 
not  considered  adequate.  5  samples  were  taken  from  this 
borehole  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 

There  is  also  a  9in.  main  laid  by  the  Air  Ministry  from 
the  Selby  U.H.C.  supply  at  Brayton  Barff,  which  was  laid  during 
the  war  to  augment  the  supply  of  water  to  Church  Fenton 
Aerodrome.  This  9in.  main  is  divided  into  two  6in.  mains,  one 
to  supply  Church  Fenton  Aerodrome  and  the  other  to  supply  the 
lower  portion  of  Sherburn,  and  the  Council  are  permitted  to  have 
connections  made  to  various  properties  (farms  and  houses)  on  the 
line  of  the  main,  and  a  small  number  of  properties  in  Sherburn, 
Biggin  and  Church  Fenton  Parishes  are  now  connected  to  it.

PRIVATE  SUPPLIES 

Askham  Richard 

This  village  is  supplied  with  water  from  a  borehole  to 
the  eastern  side  of  the  village.  During  the  year  8  samples  for 
bacteriological  examination  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Wakefield,  and  six  were  reported  as  satisfactory 
and  two  as  unsatisfactory. 

Healaugh 

This  village  is  supplied  by  water  from  a  borehole  on  the 
north-western  side  of  the  village.  5  samples  were  taken  from 
this  supply  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  and 
all  5  samples  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory. 

Ledsham 

This  village  is  supplied  with  water  derived  from  springs 
in  the  magnesian  limestone  to  the  north  of  the  village.  7  samples 
were  taken  from  this  supply  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  and  all  7  samples  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory. 

Ledston 

This  village  is  also  supplied  with  water  derived  from 
springs  in  the  magnesian  limestone  to  the  north  of  the  village. 
7  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination,  6  being  reported  as  satisfactory,  and 
1  as  unsatisfactory. 

There  is  also  a  private  supply  to  a  number  of  houses 
owned  by  the  L.N.E.R.  at  Gascoigne  Wood,  and  Milford 
Junction,  South  Milford.  This  supply  has  also  been  shown  to  be 
satisfactory  in  quality  when  samples  have  been  taken. 

PARISHES  AND  VILLAGES  WHERE  NO  PIPED  SUPPLY 

OF  WATER  IS  AVAILABLE 

There  are  still  a  few  portions  of  the  District  requiring 
mains  water,  these  are:  — 

Acaster  Selby,  Catterton,  Little  Fenton,  Newton  Kyme, 

the  Village  of  Lumby,  the  Village  of  Newthorpe  and  the 

lower  portion  of  Lumby  Lane,  South  Milford. 

The  question  of  piped  supplies  of  water  to  these  is 
receiving  the  Council’s  serious  consideration. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  private  supplies  in  the 
Villages  of  Askham  Richard,  Healaugh,  Ledsham  and  Ledston 
are  considered  not  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  these 
Villages  for  the  water  carriage  system  of  sewage  disposal,  and 
the  supply  will  have  to  be  considerably  improved  before  privy 
conversions  can  be  carried  out. 
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NEW  SCHEMES 


A  Scheme  to  supply  Acaster  Malbis  with  mains  water 
was  commenced  in  1947,  and  a  connection  to  the  York  Waterworks 
Coy.  ’s  main  at  Bishopthorpe  was  made  and  the  scheme 
commenced.  One  house  was  connected  to  this  supply  during  the 
year. 

A  Scheme  was  also  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  lay  new  mains  in  the  Swillington  (Astley  Lane)  District  for 
an  improved  supply  of  water. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  SALVAGE 
ORGANISATION 

The  refuse  collection  service  now  extends  to  33  of  the 
Parishes  in  the  area,  representing  approximately  98%  of  the  total 
houses.  The  Parishes  still  without  a  service  are: — 

Acaster  Selby,  Biggin,  Catterton,  Huddleston,  Lead, 
Little  Fenton,  Newton  Kyme,  Oxton,  Steeton,  and 
Sturton  Grange . 

And  it  is  the  Council’s  wish  that  as  soon  as  the  time  is 
opportune  the  service  should  be  extended  to  cover  the  whole  of 
the  District. 

At  the  present  time  the  following  Parishes  are  covered 
by  a  Scheme  of  Direct  Labour: — 

Acaster  Malbis,  Appleton  Roebuck,  Askham  Bryan, 
Askham  Richard,  Barkston,  Barwick-in-Elmet, 
Bilbrough,  Bishopthorpe,  Bolton  Percy,  Colton, 
Copmanthorpe,  East  Tadcaster,  Grimston,  Healaugli, 
Kirk  Fenton,  Ivirkby  Wharfe,  Micklefield,  Ryther, 
Saxton,  Stutton,  Towton,  Ulleskelf  and  West  Tadcaster. 

The  following  Parishes  are  covered  by  the  Contract 
system:  — 

Aberford,  Austhorpe,  Great  and  Little  Preston,  Ledsham, 
Ledston,  Lotherton,  Parlington,  Sherburn,  South 
Milford  and  Swillington. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  bi-weekly  collection  of 
refuse  is  carried  out  at  the  Church  Fenton  Royal  Air  Force 
Station,  and  the  removal  of  refuse  from  the  Squatter’s  Camp  at 
Sturton  Grange  is  carried  out  by  arrangement  with  the  Garforth 
U.D.C. 
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COLLECTION  PERIOD 


The  period  of  collection  varies  according  to  the  type  of 
District,  and  is  from  7/14  days  for  dustbins.  In  those  parts  of 
the  District  where  coal  mining  is  carried  out,  and  miners  receive 
home  coal,  the  bins  are  emptied  once  each  week. 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  wherever  possible,  and 
ash  pits  from  4  to  8  weeks,  depending  on  the  location  and  size. 

TRANSPORT 

The  Council  own  4  vehicles  which  are  engaged  on  refuse 
collection,  viz.,  2  Karrier  Bantams — 7  cu.  yds.,  1  Dennis — 
10  cu.  yds.,  and  1  Scammell — 6  cu.  yds. 

LABOUR 

The  Council  have  been  able  to  maintain  a  sufficient 
labour  force  for  this  work,  although  there  have  been  difficulties 
at  times.  In  spite  of  the  severe  winter  weather  during  the  months 
of  February  and  March,  the  service  was  maintained  with  little 
serious  delay.  Your  Council  have  adopted  in  full  the  wages  and 
service  conditions  of  the  Joint  Industrial  Council. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  tipping  at  various 
tips  throughout  the  area,  and  situate  as  follows:  — 

Aberford,  Askham  Bryan,  Barwick-i'n-Elmet,  East 
Tadcaster,  Great  Preston,  Micklefield,  Sherburn,  South 
Milford,  Swillington  and  Towton. 

Wherever  possible,  night  soil  is  disposed  of  by  tipping 
on  to  agricultural  land  for  use  by  Farmers. 

The  refuse  tips  are  in  a  generally  fair  condition. 

SALVAGE  OF  WASTE  MATERIALS 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  materials  as  salvage 
was  continued  throughout  the  year,  but  at  a  reduced  tempo. 

In  all  46  tons  14  cwts.  2  qrs.  of  waste  paper  were 
collected  and  sold,  and  which  realised  the  sum  of  £299  16s.  7d. 
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RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY 


The  Rural  Housing  Survey  was  continued  during  1947,  but  at  a  reduced 
tempo.  The  following  table  shows  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year.

As  the  Restriction  of  Slaughter  of  Live  Stock  Order  is 
still  in  force  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  carry  out  the  routine 
inspection  of  Meat  in  Private  Slaughterhouses.  The  only  Private 
Slaughterhouse  in  operation  is  the  Yorkshire  Farmers’  Bacon 
Factory  at  Sherburn,  where  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  by  a 
Veterinary  Surgeon  (Major  R.  Hayes)  on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

13  Notifications  of  Emergency  Slaughter  were  received 
and  the  carcases  and  organs  of  12  Pigs  and  1  Sheep  were 
inspected.  These  were  passed  as  being  fit  for  human  consumption. 

MILK  PRODUCTION 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  206  Milk  Producers 
and  9  Retail  Milk  Sellers  on  the  register.  308  Inspections  were 
made  of  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  during  the  year.  The  general 
standard  of  cleanliness,  etc.,  of  the  premises  was  good. 

There  were  6  Licenced  Producers  of  “Tuberculin  Tested’’ 
and  21  Licenced  Producers  of  “Accredited’’  Milk  in  the  District 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders 
are  administered  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

ICE  CREAM 

There  were  6  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture 
of  Ice  Cream  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  15  visits  were  made  to 
inspect  these  premises. 
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GENERAL  SANITATION 


ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES 

During  the  year  69  Statutory  and  64  Informal  Notices 
were  served  requiring  the  Abatement  of  Nuisances.  Altogether 
103  Nuisances  were  abated,  these  being  chiefly — roof  repairs; 
the  remedying  of  dampness ;  repairs  to  floors ;  repairs  to  windows ; 
repairs  to  closets  and  blocked  drains,  etc. 

In  the  Parishes  of  East  and  West  Tadcaster  52  Dust 
Bins  were  provided  so  as  to  abolish  the  use  of  dry  ashpits  as 
refuse  receptacles. 

DISINFECTION,  ETC. 

During  the  year  44  Houses  were  disinfected  following- 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  7  Houses  were  disinfested  for 

Vermin. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS,  ETC. 

26  Inspections  were  carried  out  under  the  above;  11  of 
them  being  in  respect  of  Bakehouses  and  15  in  respect  of  Factories 
and  Workplaces.  No  Contraventions  were  found. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

This  work  was  almost  entirely  carried  out  by  the  West 
Riding  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  who  have  Contracts 
with  your  Council  for  Rat  Destruction  at  the  various  Refuse  Tips 
and  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  Your  Council  still  have  under 
consideration  the  question  of  providing  your  own  staff  to  carry 
out  this  work. 
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
